"Tills, of course, includes 
die leasing of tile land, ” 
says August Tim norman of 
Hie Texas Parks and Wild- 
DEER, TURKEY ON DOC TAYLOR'S RANCHO C H IC O G Department. 
"Last year 


hunters leased more than 


700, OOO acres of land in Me­ 
dina County at an average of 
$1 per acre. " 
Tim aer man also said 
"hunters this year w ill prob­ 
ably fiave tile hardest hunting 
year in a long time. " 
He explained: "Drouth 
conditions proved fatal to 
many, many of tile yearling 
deer crop, and then parasites 
hit them when they were in 
bad condition. 
So they w ill 
not be as plentiful as in prior 
years. " 
Tim Herman did say that 


ti ie re are plenty of grown 


does, and tills w ill make tile 
issuing of antlerless deer per­ 


mits so important. 
"We did 
not issue as many permits as 
we did last year, " tie said. 


"But we issued to more land 
owners. Tile total revealed 


permits for 1,033 separate 


pieces of Land. In tile north 
ti lese permits were cut to 
one permit for 75 acres and 
sou til of Highway 90 tile per­ 
mits ran one to IOO acres. 
I Ie went on to point out 
that vegetation right now is 
die best lie lias ever seen it, 


"And this means tile deer 
won't move around as rn ich 
and w ill lie better tiidden 
from the hunters. They will 
not be heading out to the 
com much, but might try for 
die oats a little more. ” 
Tim merman said lie does 
not feel diat Medina Count) 


kills w ill come anywhere 
near the 15,800 killed last 


year. 
"But that doesn't 
mean we won't have the 


hunters in here busting caps," 


tie pointed out. 
Recapping die conditions 
which played a part in af­ 


fecting die hunting season, 
Timmerman recalled "tilings 
were extremely bad in April 
and May and many young 
deer died north of Highway 
Jo, We lost some south of 


die highway, but not nearly 
as 
any as we did in die 
north. "
